Brown lived on the other 
side of the road; Lewis went to the front 
door and I went-tc tho back one; Brown 
opened tho back door a little, ahd'ou see- 
ing mo he closed it agninj both went into 
the house together; Brown said " let me

Evidence in chief was corroborative of 
that of last witness. I did not hear any 
conversation between Brown and Camp- 
bell,. iior did I see Campbell's hand on 
Brown's sliouldor. 

Cross.oxapiined by Air. Davie — I did 
not hear of; any whisky, thori^' at all, nor 
of Browii being asked to drfnk; 

Sergeant Bloomfield, sworn — Went to 
Happy Valley in July last, and in a 
swamp belonging to Mr. Cogan, I found 
the entrails niid horns of an animal; after 
wards tho two men were ai roated and tho 
skin of the head was taken from Air. 
Williiins. (AJost of the evidence was 
chielly corroborative.) 

ftlr. Davie hero wished to know if there 
was any case to go the jury, and some 
diacu.ssiqn^toqk place on this point. 

C. H. Williams, svvorn— I live at Met- 
chosoii; 'had some conversation with the 
priaonei-s about the 13th July last;Brown 
v/eut to a field to look for a horse and I 
believe 'he saw a young bull in some pas- 
ture; Brown came to me and said he had 
killed the bull belonging tu Air. Roaoman, 
and would I go and help dreas it; went in 
half an liour^ and iloU was afterwards 
there; the animal was shot in tho head;

The jury rauat 
be clear that the prisoners had wilfully 
anil maliciously killed the animal know- 
ing it to have been Oole's [iroperly. .Ho 
could nut see that there was any evidence 
against Moll and that, therefore, the jury 
if they anw fit might discharge him.

Air. Davie remarked that allhtmgh the 
case might now be loft with tho jory yet 
It waa his duty aa priaoners' counsel to 
address thorn briefly. Thoy might have 
supposed that in consetiueiice of so many 
jurors behig challenged by the defence 
that they had a weak case, but this was 
not ao. Had not it been that the evi- 
dence w.aa 80 contradictory the young men 
might have boon in a most unenviable 
position. Important diacrepancies in the 
evidence for the proaooulion wore pointed 
out and cominonted on. He thought that 
the jury were bound to believe tho last 
throe witnesses, Williams, Roaman and 
AIoll which evidence went to i)rove that 
tho bull in question belonged . to Ros- 
man's band. 'Ever^thmg had'beon done 
openly and above board all through tho 
transantion. Either Williams or Rosman 
would have done precisely na Brown had 
done. In view of all the facts he would, 
not take up time further except to refer 
to the animal that had boon corralled, 
which to the best of those witnesses' belief 
was the bull belonged to Mr. Cole. If the 
jury wished to hear any additional evi- 
dence that of Mr. A. L. Brown and 
Holgoson would be forthcoming. 

His Lordship said that the jury would 
have to be convinced beyond all reason- 
able doubt that the prisoner killed the 
animal, knowing it to have been Cole's 
before they conviotod them of the crime. 
They would have to bo aatiafied alao of 
the dishonesty of the transaction on the 
part of Brown. lie considered it hia 
duty to say that ftlr. Davie had com- 
mented with undue ■severity on the evi- 
dence and conduct of the police officers. 
There waa nothing untrue in what the 
officers aaid. The statements were easily 
reconciled, and there was only a little 
misapprehension on tho part uf Campbell. 
He could not see that there was any evi- 
dence whatever of felonious intent on the 
part of the prisoner. 

The jury, without leaving the box, ren- 
dered a verdict 6f not guilty. 

Brown was accordingly discharged from 
cuatody. 

Court adjourned to 11 a. m. Atonday.
